Tiese are among the most thrilling end seul stirring 
records of ali missionary literaturs. 

Prom 19877 to 1885 the Presnyterim CG-wrch under Dr. 
Jackson's leadership rapiuy astablished scloels and churcnes 
in the souteactern part of Alenka; and very encouraging war 
the response of tue natives to these efforts on their behalf. 

Inmedieteliy after hic first trip te Alaska he bagan 
an agitation to arouse gublia interest and secure Legislation 
in behalf of this neglected land. Remanimar that at this tine 
Alaska had aot even a regular definite form of government. 

He was unable to secure sy action until a certain 
Presbyterian elder boca % ganator and nember of tne cormittee 
on Territories.

Ana agein, “my own native land! the best in all the 
worl¢, its pure sweet air, its steaay splendid cola.” (400 
helow in November!) etc. etc. In another letter he Was 
wishing for a reindeer to make several relief trips to white 
men who were off from 60 to 210 milea from the settlement, 
sick ana alone. The dog team which Mr. Carr (trader) kindly 
gave him use of, coula not meke the trip in the time which 
he coula take from school work, but the next letter told of 
a snow shoe trip which he hed made to an old trapper who 
wag alone and very ill of inflammation of the bowels, taking 
food and medicines. He left in company with 4n young Eng= 
lighman, Yoster, who is wintering at Fort Yokon anda, naving 
been several years in theccuntry, he knew the train and offer- 


ed to guide the doctor, They maae thirty six miles on Friday — 


and reached the sick man's cabin on Saturday. With hop 
poultices and good nursing the patient vas decidedly better 
by Monday morning.

Among the newspaper clippings received at this 
place was one that related to the misston of one , Mr. 
Reyberg, of Nome, to Washington, to urge the government to 
move the Esquimos cf Alaska on to reservations and to issue 
rations to them, 

No aoubt something shoula be done to,perpetuate 
the native race of this country and to make of these Esquimoa 
@ class of self respected and worthy citizens, From close 
observation I can testify to the fact that the native Alaskan 
anc especially the Esquimo possesses the latent qualities 
necessary to make him a useful member of the human family, 

Having, 48 you know spent somé time in this country 
I am naturally interested in any movement that will affect 
the conaition of the native people, and this is my excuse 
for offering my personal opinion of Mr. Reyberg's project. 

I have nothing to say about Mr. Reyberg, either for I do not 
know the vsentlemen. His project, however, I cannot endorse 
for I think that the reservation plan, with its accompsany-— 
ment of gratuitous distribution of the necessities of life, 
will be as harmful to the Eskimo as it has been to the Indian, 
this inference is drawn from © comparison between the Eskimos 
who are to be found around a place like Nome, am other camps 
ef white men throughout Alaska, =and those who live at a dis— 
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tance from such centers. fhe former soom become beggers, 
and, like all beggars have no ambition for work. While at 
Nome Insaw a note written by a hale hearty young man-— I 

saw him too ~— in which he begzed for 4 little tea ad sugar 
and something to eat because his wife was sick. There was 
nothing in the note about pay for the articles wanted, He 
got what he asked for and this explains why so many of the 
Eskimos around Nome and the other places where white men live 
are in destitute cir-umstances, 

The othercclass of Eskimos, those who live avay 
‘from the white man, have the carrare and appearance of men 
accustowec to earning everything they have ané@ therefore 
theirs by right. There is not much that can be picked up 
at Nome, but the little that is given has already demoralized 
the native people, That will be the efrect if rations are 
ismed,: ; 

If put on reservations and otherwise cared for, 
when will the Fskimo become a useful and threfty citizen? 
‘Judging from the experience with the Indians, it will regquirs 
probably a hundred years to break up the reservation, snd 
tien the Eskimos redemption will begin. 

How recently have the Indians received the benefits 
-Of civilization is familiar to us all, anc the preset results 
were Only reached by taking away the reservation and ration. 
And as th the perpetuation of the race, take the case of the 
Osage Indians, the people who vere rreat in numbers and gratu- 
itous wealth. Today they are weak and aying out rapicly. 
Beside the reservation where I was raised, thre was a band 
of the Sac and Fox, Indians. They received no anmities of 
money or rations. To this day the surrounding farmers are 
loua in praise of their industry, thrigt and honesty. 

The above are some of the grave objections that 
presemt themselves to me agsinst putting the Aluekan Eskimo 
» ON reservations and giving them the means of living. 

The presert plans persued by your department of 
government schools and the introduction of the domestic 
reindeer, are in my humble judgment the means best zalcula- 
ted to dot hese people the most percanent good, 

The instructions received at the schools and the 
missions have enabled many Bskimo young men to ‘ork side by 
side with his white brother, At Nome we met a Kuskakwin 
boy earning four dollars a aay as cook in a mining carn, 

In the days of the Kiondike rusheé when innumerable 
_ steamers ran up and down the Yukon River, our school boys 
Were preferred as workmen on the steamers. Captains vrote 
_ to us asking for a whole crew or as many as were Willing to 
_ cometo them, I am sure other schools had similar expreien- 
ces,

This comes to you by the second mail from 
here leaving on the fifteenth of this month. Our mail reached 
Bere from the south on the tenth of last month, being well 
within the limit of time. As I said before, I am sorry not 
to be able to we the deer for varryingthe mails but I 45m 
confident that there must be fresh relays at Icy Cape and 
Point Hope in order to make the trip on time. This year has 
been rather hard on the deer from the standpoint of food 
for the ground is covered with an ice crust néxt the fround 
and as a consequence several deer not well favored anda old 
have died. Simply become more and more ill nourished until 
aeath ensued. 
During the month of December when the ags were 
dark there were several days of thick foggy weather and dur- 
ing them some of the deer were found to have wanceréda off 
from the herd, Some of the herders were immediately sent 
out in search of them mda now we think but few are missing, 
cannot tell positively till we count them in the spring. A 
party of the herders sre now inland hunting for any there 
may be, 
At presert the deer are located at Sinra about 
forty five miles down the coast at practically a new feeding 
ground, There they will remain at any rate until after the 
fawning season, 
I am unable to report much progress as yet on the 
scheol building. Mr. Olesen is doing what he can in the 
way of sawing and adjusting but the building he thinks will 
have to wait until the warm weather thaws the icy lumber some— 
what, for to arive nails through the icy timbers would how 
be to spoil them, and the result woula be a very cold house, 
the cold wind would sift throuch so badly. And as ic the 
Point Hope builaing and the Kotzebue builaing are completed 
ana there is nothine for the carpenter to do but these build- 
ings he feels he should put them up as well as possible. 
The year has been a quiet normal one and the winter 
thus far a little warmer than usual. Few desths and little 
sickness mark the year. In church work there is considerabis — 
lively interest snc the reports brought by the mail carriers 
of the work being dome in places below has served as a stimmlus

He should not be over forty-five or under 
eighteen vears of are. 

fhe Bureau of Fausation will pay necessary travel- 
ling espenses to destination, supply a house free of rent 
ana give for the first year 4 salary of $900.00. If tre 
an likes his work and is efficient in it, the salary will 
be, after the first year, increased to $1,000, provided he is 
married, The family can supply their own food, clothing, 
fuel, light, beading gt¢., which can be furnished at San 
Francisco or Seattle at reasonable prices. 

A schooner is sent every summer to take up supplies 
to Gambell, so that the freight is also reasonable. At . 
present on the Island in addition to the Eskimos, are Dr. 
and Mrs. Gambell, missionaries, two Christian Finlanders and 
their wives, the Finns in charge of tl reindecr herds. ; 

The firm of S. Fosrer & @o., of San Francisco, are 
expecting to establish a store at that place and are looking | 
fora Christian man to take charge of the business.

observation during my sojourn at Point Barrow, anda on Aretic 
waters. 
By the way, I was employed 48 & steward and commis-—

; at their Cape Smythe station, Rear Point 
Rarrow, Alaska. The position was of such 2 nature as to 
pring me in close contact with the natives, learning their 
language, ways and moaes of living quicker than coulis be 
gone in any other capacity. 
, The matter I wish to speak of in particular is the 
dgestitution ana depravity of the Rskimos, which is taken 3d- 
vantage of by the whale men anc beach-combers and rendaerca 
infinitely worse, while the zovernment officials ana others 
in pover seem jnaifferent to the matter, or afraica of incur 
ing the animosity of those absolute monarchs of the Arctic 
waters,-- the whaling masters. These Captains, with 4 fer 
exceptions, are & dissolute set of beings. I will not at 
this time mention any nanes, but there is a Captain who will 
induce the nativés to come aboard his ship, then he wiil 
Belect the nicest little giris to his fency, being all of 
immature years,-- from 9 to 12. fo the parents or guarcian 
he will give something sbout like this-: four sacks of in- 
ferior trade flour, a 20 pounce box China sugar, 1 bolt dun- 
garee or calico, 1 10 pound box smoking tobacco; and perhaps 
a bottle or two of liquor. yer this the narents of the

little girl will turn her over to the ship's master, who 

will aaa ner to his harem during the cruise north of the 
village, or.he may keep her in his cabin for only two or 

three days. No matter how the child may ery and screan 

to be spared, it is of no avail for the deal was made with 

the parents who sold her to this beast in human shape,-—the 
virtue and innocence of a helpless child. This thing is 
being practiced year after year, and at times within a stone’s 
ihrov, as it were, of the missions, — 

The next thing is this,-- every whaleman who 
locates on shore gets a squaw to do hie drudcery ana vaste 
the years of her young womanhood upon him, and when he has 
servea his time or made 4 “stake” he leaves the country, 
abandoning the woman, who ne doubt, is the mother of a large 
family of children of his parentage, te hunger and the rigors 
of the climate, . 

The aoctor (Marsh) at the Cape Smythe Station, is 
‘neither qualified as 9 doctor of medicine, nor as a fit 
subject to work for the spiritual and material advancement 
of the simple people under his charge. 

I ado not think much of a man who wili come to the 
whaling station and sit down among dissolute whale men, 
maoke a pipe and use such slangy words as "By asaa!* 

This same gentleman in the fall of 1902, when the 
natives were dying like flies with the measles and La grippe, 
Gisenosed it as scarlet fever and allowed the disease to run 
into pneumonia by not advising them to keep in out of the 
cold, which is a habit of theirs, and by administering medi- 
cines that were ineffective, 

I had charge of the pharmacopis at the Whaling 
Station and the natives all quit taking the Doctor's medicine, — 
prefering mine, ; . 

I do not al all approve of the method of teaching 
the children, as adopted by Mr. Spriggs. He teaches the , 
children to write ana read in their own lanmage; he trans—- 
jates the songs inte Imte. There are young men who have 
spent two or three years at the Mission School who cannot 
express themselves in the poorest English, the Eskimo being 
spoken ana read entirely. 

The Natives are great lovers of misic and it is 
surprising how quickly they will learn songs in English and 
te unaerstand them, too. I-used to put in my spare tine 
conducting singing classes and teaching them the meaning of 
the words, having them learn to wora them in English only; 
in this manner old and young were soon interested. In two 
years time I had instructed the entire population at the sta—- 
tion to such a point that they became interested in our

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One of the first questions asked by Secretary 
James Stuart Dickson when here in March was this: How dpes 
it happen that you have so few college students after seven 
years of labor?

How can we, with bare walls or tyvo recitation rooms daray our 
own Presbyterian students away from the well equipped State 
University, right herenin the same town? 

But the special encouragement I wish to speak about 
is this: I am now taking up with the H. M. Board, the pro- 
position to sell the present Collegiate Institute property 
ana out of the proceeds construct two handsome buildings 
for the Institute out here on our beautiful College grounds, 
That will make the Preparatory Department ana the College & 
unit. The Institute property can be sold for about $40,000. 
The teachers in the Institute are enthusiastic over the pro- 
posed transfer of the Institute to our College ground, They 
are too erarvpea for room where they are, Besiaes the First 
Presbyterian Church has abanaonea that corner, ana gone away 
up on Brigham street, just to please 4 half a dozen with 
aristocratic notions.

Two years ago, the Boarea ignored the petition of 4 
all the people of Wrangell except the Hall Young family, and | 
a few immediate retainers. The Indians and white people of 
the churches voted then to hola services in another place 
than that provided by the Board, 

Since that thim the people have built an edifice 
costing about two thousand aollers. The church is now come 
pletely finished with bell, pew chairs and organe It nas 
been loyal to Presbyterian principles until nov. The Board 
has fought this church to its utmost ability. When no money 
had ever been appropriated for interpreter it took its highest 
priced interpreter and locatea nere at Wrangell, honing to win 
the Indians thereby. It sent probably the most accomplished 
missionary at its command to win the white people: It has 
most signally failed. All this was seemingly for the purpose 
of downing a church (Presbyterian) that was trying to be self- 
supporting. This church has remained loyal to Presbyterian 
ism as lons as it will unless the Board is willing to do 
something right away. we have been invited to enter another 
aenomination, and we are very seriously considerins the ques- 
tion. Remember that over 90 per cent of the white people 
ana over 75 per cent of the christian indians outside the 
Salvation Army are with us. when they leave tne Presbyterian
